Status of Application, Amendments, And/Or Claims: 

Applicants' response of 9 June 2008 is acknowledged. Claim 50 is amended and 
amendment made of record. Claims 64-75 are newly presented and entered into the 
record. 

In view of newly presented claims, additional restriction is required. 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

Group I, claim(s) 50 in part, 64-68 in part, 69, and 74-75 in part, drawn to a method of 
inhibiting cell cycle wherein the inhibitor inhibits Nup153-COPI interaction. 

Group II, claim(s) 50 in part, 64-68 in part, 70-73, and 74-75 drawn to a method of 
inhibiting cell cycle wherein the inhibitor binds to Nup 153. 

The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: multiple processes 
are claimed.
